Ben Jason Carried Member to Dr. 





Barnsback 


When It Was Crushed Off, Had It Replaced, 


Then Held It in 


Oven Two Days. 











One of the rarest and most delicate 
operations known to surgery—grafting 
a completely severed member back to 
the human body—has been successfull¥ 
performed in Edwardsville. The right 
thumb of Ben Jason, a stalwart young 
truckman in a clay factory, after be- 
ing mashed off, was sewn on and is 
healed and alive. 


Jason was moving a heavily loaded 
truck in the Banner City Clay Works 
14 days ago when his hand was caught 
between the edge of the truck and a 
piece of machinery and the thumb was 
crushed off midway between the first 
and second joints. It was not cut, but 
mashed and the bone was splintered. 


Carried Severed Thumb Away. 


‘ Workmen crowded around to offer the 
injured truckman aid, but he refused it. 
He said he would go to a doctor alone. 
He picked up the severed fragment of 
thumb and walked away, carrying it in 
the wounded hand. 


The clay works is half a mile from the 
office of Dr. R. S. Barnsback, which 
faces the Edwardsville Courthouse. On 
the way Jason became somewhat faint, 
despite his splendid courage, and he 
stopped in a saloon for a ‘‘bracer."’ The 
bartender, when he saw the young 
man's plight, derided him for saving the 
thumb. 

“Throw that thing away,” he said, 
referring to the crushed fragment. “You 
don’t want to be carrying a thing like 
that around.” 

“I'm going to wait till I see the doc- 
tor,”” Jason said, obstinately. “If he 
says throw it away, I will.” 


Dr. Barnsback congratulated §§ the 
truckman on saving the thumb. He 
carefully washed and dressed both the 
mangled stump and the fragment. The 
ragwed edges of both were trimmed off 
and whefe the bone had been splintered 
completely away ‘t “was taken out. 
Slivers of bone which still clung in 
place were left there. 
. Sewn eon and Dressed, 

Jason did not ask for an anesthetic 
while this was being dene. He watched 
the precesdare with interest, and aid- 
‘a baa ep © schbchomege sg ted to re- 





radial artery branch should be rejoined, 
the carpal bone delicately fitted back, 
and the muscles rejoined. 

To be successful, the tissues of the 
injured thumb must be put just as be- 
fore, except for that part which had 
been, lost in the, accident. 

This done, the thumb was seWn into 
place with the utmost care and wrapped 
with the ordinary surgical dressings. 
This was made unusually heavy, until 
the bandages bulged on the young 
truckman’s hand like a boxing glove, in 
erder that no cold might penetrate to 
the thumb. 

Then Jason was taken home and Dr. 
Barnsback told him he must hold the 
thumb In an oven for two days at least. 
No specific temperature was required, 
but the surgeon wanted the hand kept 
hot—baked. For three days and two 
nights Jason sat beside the kitchen 
stove and held his right hand in an 
oven, catching what snatches of sleep 
he could. 

The hand was kept hot to encourage 
circulation from the arm through the 
thumb. 

Full Use of Thumb Returning. 


After that precautions were taken to 
keep the thumb constantly warm, but 
Dr. Barnsback did not insist that it 
| should be held in the oven all the time. 
| Great care was taken not to let it get 
lcold when the dressings were being 
changed. 

Dr. Barnsback sald Friday that the 
thumb was entirely healed, but Was 
still stiff. This, he thinks, will wear 
off in the course of a few months, and 
he expects Jason to have the full use 
of both joints in it.

LIVED 6 MONTHS 
WITH BROKEN NECK 


William Cain, Paralyzed by Wm. 
Haymaker’s Bullet Last 
April, Is Dead. 








William Cain, aged 19, a city employe, 
died at the Female Hospita] Friday, six 
months after his neck had been broken 
by a shot fired by William Haymaker, 
a gate attendant at the hospital. Cain 


was shot on the evening of April 3, fol- 
lowing a quarrel at the dinner table 
with Haymaker. The bullet pierced the 
neck on the left side, and fractured a 
vertebra. The injury caused a complete 
paralysis of Cain’s lower extremities, 
the vocal organs and one of the arms. 

Haymaker, who was an ex-Confed- 

erate soldier and formerly lived in 
Fort Worth, Tex., after being released 
on bond, went to Kansas City and com- 
mitted suicide at the home of his son. 
Worry over shooting Cain is said to have 
been responsible for nis self-destruction. 

Cain was a night fireman at the Fe- 
male Hospital.

WOMEN PLAN CAR 
TRACKS IN PARK 





Members of Twentieth Century Art 
Club Want Museum Made More 
Accessible. 





Plans for an extended street car line 
which would make the Art Museum 
easily accessible to the public have 
been proposed by members of the 
Twentieth Century Art Club and also 


by Richard McCulloch, assistant gener- 
al manager of the United Railways. 
Park Commissioner Scanlan decidedly 
opposes any sort of street car line in 
'Forest Park. 

A survey of the park has been made 
under the direction of Mrs. T. HB. Fer- 
guson, one of the most energetic mem- 
bers of the Art Club, and a proposed 
plan agreed upon by the Executive 
Board has been submitted, in which it 
is suggested that a spur of street car 


track be built from the present Laclede,], 


line loop at the Lindell entrante of 
Forest Park, south, to the Market Street 
car line, 
and doing away with the present La- 
clede loop. 


struct a track starting from Tamm ave- 
nue on the Market street line and fol- 
lowing the old intramural grading close 
to the south side of the Art Museum and 
continuing west and connecting with 
the Clayton car line on Skinker road. 
This track, it is proposed, should be de- 
pressed and there should be no grade 
crossings. 


Piaygrounds in Southwest. 
The extreme southwest corner of For- 


est Park, which would in this way be 
cut off, would be developed into picnic 
and playgrounds. This part of the park 
at present is undeveloped and little 
used. 

Mr. McCulloch's idea of reaching the 
Art Museum is to traverse the park 
with a street car line by extending the 
Laclede line through the park, past the 
museum to the west. He believes that 
such a line would give better service 
than the one proposed by the Art Club. 

Park Commissioner Scanlan decidedly 
opposes any sort of a car line in any 
park. The fact that the proposed plans 
provide that there shall be no grade 
crossings, he says, makes no difference. 
He belfeves that street car lines or pub- 
lic buildings are an encroachment on 
the park room, of which the city pos- 
sesses little enough at best.

Unhappy Planter Declares She 
Beat Him While He Was 
in a Parlor. 
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WORRIED OVER A HAT 


lt Cost Him $5 and He Says 
Mrs. Musgrave Withheld 
It From Him. 














Thomas H. Musgrave, the wealthy 
Barfield (Ark.) planter, who has figured 
conspicuously in newspaper stories dur- 
ing the last two years, came out sec- 
ond best in a manly contest with his 
wife, Mrs. Josephine Perdue Musgrave, 
at 2948 Pine street. Musgrave appeared 
in the City Hall Police Court Friday 
to prosecute Mrs. Musgrave on a charge 
of disturbing his veace. A new hat, 
torn almost to shreds, was an exhibit 
in court. 

The case was continued until Monday. 

Musgrave told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that he was sitting in the par- 
lor of the Pine street residence talking 
to some Women, when his wife sud- 
denly and unexpectedly burst in upon 
him. She is his fifth wife, and he is 
suing her for divorce, being now in 
St. Louis to take depositions in the 
case. 


Tried to Avoid Scene. 

He says he was fairly swept from his 
feet by her volleys of denunciation, and 
that he grabbed his hat and valise 
and started to leave the house’ to avoid 
a scene. 

He says his wife caught him at the 
door and began pummeling him. He 
tore himself loose from her, but she 
got his hat and began tearing it to 
shreds. After she had ripped the outcr 
and inner bands from the hat he made 
an effort to recover it, as he had paid 
$ for it a few days ago. 

Mrs. Musgrave, who is a strong, mus- 
cular woman, refused to give up the 
hat, and the husband called a police- 
man and had her arrested. On her way 
to the police station Mrs. Musgrave 
threw the hat into the street and Mus- 
grave had a long search for it before 
he could find it. Mrs. Musgrave was 
locked up and spent the night in the 
Manchester Avenue Police Station. 

The affair Thursday night is the se- 
quel to the hasty marriage of the Ar-. 
kansas planter to Miss Perdue a year 


ago. 

Mrs. Musgrave is boarding at 3921 
Locust street. She declined to discuss 
the case. 


Recognized his “Ad.” 
“An attorney representing Mrs. Mus- 
graye, jpld a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that ‘she recognized one of Musgrave’s 
alivertisements: for a housekeeper, and 
went to his rooming house merely to 
warn.him that.he must not take a wom- 
an to Arkansas_until he had procured 
‘eafvoree. Mrs. Musgrave told the law- 
yer thatoshe wetyhed the house on Pine 
street .and saw him step out Wednes- 
day to see the President pass. 

Thursday night she went to see what 
he was doing. ,She told her attorney 
that she found Hefthusband in the ‘house 
with a@ woman, who, presumably had 
come to answer his advertisement, and 
without any ceremony notified him that 
he must not engage @ housekeeper until 
he got rid of this wife. 

“Mrs. Musgrave,’ said the attorney, 
“denied striking Musgrave. She did 
say that she-.snatched his hat and threw 
it into a vacant lot’on her way to the 
police station. Mrs.. Musgrave was very 
much humiliated by the experience and 
was crying when I went to the police 
station to sign her bond. She has filed 
a cross-bill to-his divorce suit. 


Had One Week Honeymoon, 

Mrs. Musgrave spent a week on the 
plantation last April, but returned to St. 
Louis. The couple have not since lived 
fogether. While Musgrave was in St. 
Louis two months ago Mrs. Musgrave 
conducted deputy constables to his 
apartments on Lawton avenue and his 
clothes were seized while he was in the 
bathroom. This action grew out of a 
lawsuit against Musgrave to compel him 
to pay a doctor’s bill for his wife. He 
had barely enough clothes left to fit out 
@ wardrobe, and the constables almost 
got his purse, containing over $1600. 

Musgrave is 58 years old, and the 
present Mrs. Musgrave is his fifth wife. 
He has been divorced from all of his 
other wives, living with none of them 
more than a few weeks. 

His fourth wife, he says, fired at him 
with a shotgun at such close range that 
the powder burned his face and the load 
of shot riddled his hat. In a quarrel 
over his third wife Musgrave says he 
killed his best friend.

Addie, known in Salvation Army circles , 
as: Capt. Addie, controlling spi-it of the | 
army’s Suicide Prevention Bureau, 


St.. Louis Near the Front, 
According to statistics compiled by an 


expert life insurance man, 81 out of 
every 100,000 persons in St. Louis com- | 
mitted suicide during the last fiscal | 
year. 

Only two Western cities surpassed St. 
Louis and they were San Francisco and 
Oakland, Cal. The big earthquake was 
the provocation in those cities and it is 
recognized that the provocation was 
unusual and phenomenal. 

Following the tornado in St. Louis 
there was a similar wave of suicide here, 
but experts agreed that no figures of 
statistical value could probably be hased 
on this cireumstance. 

San Francisco’s percentage is %® out 
of 100,000 and Oakland’s is 37. 

Then comes Hoboken, N. J., with 33, 
closely crowded by St. Louis in the 
race for the suicide pennant. In New 
York 18 and Chicago 17 out of each 100,- 
000 of the population become so bur- 
dened with the task of living that they 
fly to the ills they know not of. 

Not Sure of High Average. 

Miss Addie, captain of the Suicide 
Prevention Bureau, said Friday that 
she was so busy preventing suicides 
that she has not had time to compile 
statistics which might show why the 
percentage in St. Louis is so large. 

She ventured the opinion that it 


might be the climate which lays many 
visitors open to biliousness, the prev- 
alence of beer drinking or the central] lo- 
cation of the city which makes it a 
convenient refuge for the weary and 
dissatisfied from all sections of the 
country. 

The Suicide Prevention Bureau, ac- 
cording to Miss Addie’s statement, has 
rescued 19 prospective, takers of their 
own lives in the last year. According 
to statistics this leaves 198 unaccounted 
for. 





Drink Leads as Suicide Cause. 
Health Department’ statistics for. the 
last year show that in 500 cases in which 
the police reports indicated the cause 
of suicide 110 were directly caused by 
drink, 50 were the indirect result of 
drinking. 40 were due to melancholia, 
caused by lack of employment, and the 

remainder could not be classified. 
“It is extremely difficult to deal with 
these suicide cases,” said Miss Addie. 


“As a rule if a man comes rushing into 
the office and cries: ‘Give me $2 or I'll 
kill myself, we don’t pay much attention 


to him. He is trying to get something 
for nothing. 
“The real suicide case is different. 


The man who contemplates self-de- 
struction shows his desperation in his 
countenance, but he says very little. It 
is extremely difficult to worm his 
troubles from him. Most often he stam- 
mers and flounders and finally walks 
out before I have had a chance to learn 
how deep he is in the Slough of De- 
spond. 


Officers Trail the Despondent. 


It is my invariable rule to send one of 
our officers to follow such a man. In 
cases like that the work of prevention 
cannot be done in our headquarters. We 
must trail the man day and night and 


rescue him at the psychological mo- 
ment.

At the time these suits were filed the 
Attorney-General entered a suit against 
the Missouri Pacific Railroad, the West- 
érn Coal and Mining Co., the Rich Hill 
Coal Mining Co. and the Kansas-Mis- 
souri Elevator Co. 

It was alleged that the Missouri Pa- 
cific was violating its charter by owning 
the coal mines and elevator. The re- 
spondents filed an answer to this. suit, 
admitting that the Missouri Pacific 
owned a majority of the stock of the 
three companies, but alleging that it 
was necessary for the railroad to own 
the mines to supply itself with fuel 
economically, and the elevator to meet 
@ public demand. 

The Attorney-General filed a_ reply 
Friday to this answer, in which he 
charges that the railroad owns all the 
stock in the three corporations, and de- 
nies that it is necessary for the com- 
pany to own coal mines and grain ele- 
vators. If the court sustains the Attor- 
ney-General the coal and elevator com- 
panies will be oysted from the State, but

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VICIOUS LAWMAKING IN ILLINOIS. 
Illinois politicians: will pretend to be surprised 
and grieved because the Supreme Court of that 
State has invalidated the new primary law on 
constitutional grounds, but they are not sur- 
prised and they are not grieved. 

The Legislature went through the motions of 
enacting a primary law at its regular session and 
the Supreme Court promptly decided that the 
gmeasure was unconstitutional. A second act 
passed at an extra session has now shared the 
same fate. 

In most of the states where public sentiment 
has called for direct primaries the politisians of 
both parties have speedily fallen into line and, 
if not enthusiastic advocates, have at least be- 
come passive supporters of the new idea. In 
Tilinois, however, the purpose of the managing 
men appears to have been essentially dishonest. 
They have engaged with mock sincerity in legis- 
lation which they were confident would not pass 
judicial scrutiny. ' 

Judging by experience with measures of this 
description elsewhere, another source of trouble 
in Illinois has been the reluctance of its assem- 
blymen to adopt a genuine direct primary law. 
Both of the acts which have been condemned pro- 
vided for direct primaries only in certain cases or 
under certain restrictions which were likely to 
be challenged by the courts. Probably a compre- 
hensive and honest primary law would be sanc- 
tioned by these tribunals at once.

-sop—the man who “submits tamely to 
wrong doing and is afraid to hold his 
own.” An objectionable and contemp- 
tible person is the milksop and equally 
so is a milksop nation whose policy of 
*‘peace with insult’’ becomes ‘“‘infamous”’ 
when it refuses to take the measure of 
preparation which can alone secure it 
from aggression. 

To .u@ mollycoddle and the milksop no 
doubt the muff of Miss Nancy will some 
day be added to give further variety to 
the President’s denunciation of. effem- 
inacy. But milksop will make an in- 
teresting addition to the popular speech. 

What speech of the President, indeed, 
what executive document .best contrib- 
ute to the stock of popular knowledge— 
now a word like mollycoddle, rescued 
from Charles Reade; now milksop, dear 
to Thackeray; now an episode culled 
from ancient history, or a sententious 
saying like “My spear knows no broth- 
er,”’ or again a fact drawn from person- 
al observation of the habits of birds and 
beasts! A Grant or a Cleveland might 
fix an occasional phrase*in the public 
mind—‘“‘Innocuous desuetude” or “Un- 
conditional surrender’’—but it is Mr. 
Roosevelt's distinction that his output 
is continuous. 

He is the first occupant of the White 
House who has been at once a Presi- 
dential Chautauqua Society and Univer- 
sity Extension Movement, busying hit- 
self in the intervals of statesmanship 
with setting the nation right on its 
spelling, inculcating the study of nat- 
ural. history, introducing it to his favor- 
ite authors, now Ferrer, the Roman his- 
torian, at St. Louis, or Dickens, with 
special reference to “Martin Chuzzle- 
wit,” at Cairo, or providing precept and 
his history parallels from Washington. 

Particularly in the matter of enlarg- 
ing and extending the national vocab- 
ulary, Mr. Roosevelt’s educative work 
has been most fruitful. 

The milksop, therefore, is no less wel- 
come than the mollycoddie, the weak- 
ling, the coward, the craven or the just 
man armed. 

A milkeop, we take it, is in the broad-

HONEST UNTIL HE 
BEUAME POLICEMAN 


Unique Plea Made for a Convicted 
Robber in.a Chicago 
Court. 





CHICAGO, Oct. 5.~That he was ruined 
by his job on the police force was the 
excuse advanced by his attorney for 
John C. McKay, formerly a policeman 
connected with the South Chicago sta- 
tion, who was sentenced to serve from 
one to fourteen years in the Joilet Pen- 
itentiary by Judge Chetlain on a charge 
of robbery. James O’Brien, his accom- 
plice, was given a like sentence. 

McKay and O’Brien were accused of 
having robbed Frank Jacikowsky in 
South Chicago, taking from him $135. 
They were found guilty by a jury in 
Judge Chetlain’s court and McKay and 
O’Brien appealed to the mercy of the 
court, 

“McKay was upright and honest untht 
he became a member of the police 
force,”’ his attorney said. ‘The police 
force was the cause of his ruin. 

“When he was working in the factory 
he had to keep regular hours and was 
subject to the discipline required of him 
in order to keep his position. 

“When he got on the police force he 
had more time to himself, he began to 
drink whisky and gradually his good 
habits drifted into habits that caused 
his discharge from the force and his ar- 
rest on a criminal charge.” 

McKay and O’Brien met Jacikowsky 
in a saloon in South Chicago. Jacikow- 
sky was under the influence of liquor 
and the two started to take him home. 
While they were crossing a prairie Mc- 
Kay and O’Brien robbed him. ~—

Patrolman John F. Ryan of the Carr 
Street District, famed as the most tur- 
bulent in St. Louis, was sore, cut and 
stiff Friday from demionstrating his 


physical fitness in a series of encounters 
with five young men he arrested. 

The young men were singing and 
shouting at 10 p. m. Thursday on Eigh- 
teenth street near Franklin avenue, but 
when Ryan ran up the only one he 
caught was Elmer Martin of 1611 Wash 
street. 

The policeman started with his pris- 


| oner to a patrol box at Seventeenth 


street and Franklin avenue, unaware 
that the man’s companions were follow- 


| ing. 


Attacked by the Crowd, 

As the two neared the box, Martin 
suddenly struck the ‘policeman on the 
face. Ryan’s helmet clattered to the 
street, and as if this were a signal he 


| was struck a vicious blow on the back 





of the head, apparently with a “billy.” 
He went to his knees. 

Even it falling, Ryan retained his 
grasp on Martin, and as he rose to 


‘his feet under a shower of blows he 


struck out blindly right and left with 
his free hand, wielding his locust stick. 
, Martin got most of the blows, the other 


assailants dodging them. 

Apparently Martin’s friends tired of 
this, and they finally fell back. Ryan 
took his prisoner to the City Dispen- 
sary, where both were treated. The 
back of Ryan’s head was cut and his 
lip was split. Martin’s face was swol- 
len and bruised. Then Martin was tak- 
en to the Carr Street Station. 

Go for Comrade; Arrested. 

Just after midnight two young men 
called for Martin. They gave their 
names as Shelby Hutchinson of 1523 
Franklin avenue and Walter Costello of 
1426 Biddle street. Lieut. Walsh, in 
command of the station at night, or- 
dered their arrest, and they told him 
Frederick Lewis of 1516 Morgan street 
and Noble Hutchi: on, a brother of 
Shelby, could be found at Seventh and 
Wash streets, a block away. 

Wh found the two young men there, 
‘and started to. the station with them. 
At the mo “of the alley midway of 
the block” Lewis tried to jerk away. 
“yelled for help, and Clerk Fur- 
man and JI>trolman Denny rushed to 
him. The three succeeded by a liberal 
use of their night sticks, in subduing 
the prisoners. 
Fight Continued at Station. - 

At the desk in the station Lewis 
cursed the policemen, and another fight 
ensued, in which several blows were 
struck. Walsh, Denny, Furman and 
Ryan grappled with Lewis and his com- 
panion, while the young men previous- 
ly arrested, who from their cells could

hear but not see the combat, yelled en- 
couragement and reviled the policemen. 

When Lewis and Hutehinson were 
quieted they were taken to the dispen- 
sary, and then placed in cells. The 
Hutchinsons proved later that they had 
not been in the crowd which first as- 
saulted Ryan, and were released. The 


charging them with resisting officers 
were applied for Friday.

Although trading in local wheat was 
active Friday and the support good, 
prices were confined to a narrow range. 
The close was 4%@c lower for the day. 
Liverpool cables closed %d to 2d higher 
on spot wheat and \d to %4d higher on 
the futures. Paris closed %c higher to 
%c lower on wheat and Ke to %c higher 
on flour. Antwerp wheat closed 1%d 
higher, Berlin wheat %c higher and 
Budapest wheat 3c higher. Argentine 
shipments of wheat were 1,128,000 bu, 
against 568,000 bu last week and 380,000 
bu a year ago. The visible supply of 
wheat in the chief ports of Argentine is 
368,000 bu, against the same amount last 
week and 830,000 bu a year ago. The 
Argentine wheat market is firm and the 
demand quiet. Arrivals from the in- 
terior are larger. The weather in Ar- 
gentine continues favorable and the 
crop is making excellent progress. 

The local market was nervous. The 
opening was firm, but some heavy sell- 
ing soon set in, there being considera- 
ble long selling on the improved weath- 
er, and the large Argentine shipments 
and improved weather and crop condi- 
tions, which caused Liverpool to make 
only a half-hearted response to our 
sharp advance of yesterday. Prices de- 
clined a fraction, but the support was 
good, though the demand consisted 
mainly of short covering, and the mar- 
Ket acted subborn. After ranging at 
slightly lower levels, prices recovered to 
slightly above Thursday's close, being 
influenced by the strong export news. 
December wheat opened %c to %c high- 
er at 98c to 99%c, declined to 98%c, fluc- 
tuated between 98%c and 99c, and was 
later bid for at 99%ec.
